Now most of us in the newspaper 
business in West Texas know Troy 
as being one who never dodges an 
issue and in fact probably goes out of 
his way to find them. But his column 
does point out the problems faced by 
all newspapers 
in 
dealing 
with 
public officials and probably the 
problem is greater the smaller the 
community. Most all of us find it 
easier to deal objectively with a 
stranger than we do a friend. 
All of us at one time or another 
have gotten upset with some of the 
newsgatherers in this land of ours 
and justifiably so, but maybe Troy’s 
column will give us a better un­ 
derstanding of the newsman’s point 
of view 
i ve been 
in 
the newspaper 
business for 28 years and I’ve taken 
my share of abuse as a purveyor of 
bad news. 
“This is not even new under the 
sun. In times of old the messenger 
who brought bad news to a potentate 
was immediately put to death. 
“A 
runner once survived 
un­ 
speakable hardship in crossing the 
frozen Russian steppes to tell 
T am erlan e, 
crippled 
ru ler 
of 
Samarkand, that one of his armies 
had suffered a crushing defeat in the 
south 
“ C rippled 
though 
he 
was, 
Tamerlane rewarded his messenger 
for his devotion to duty by kicking 
him to death on the spot. 
“ We 
sim ply 
c a n ’t 
fill 
the 
newspaper with stories about how 
Canyon High School students w ent to 
school Wednesday and no one broke 
the rules lending to a very peaceful 
day 
for 
the 
teachers 
and 
ad­ 
ministrators. 
“ Newspapers report news about 
like you talk to your relatives and 
friends. 
“What wife is going to pass up 
telling her husband about a juicy 
affair between two neighbors in 
order to get on with the big news that 
she had a wonderful nap and went to 
the grocery store that afternoon? 
“You can be certain that your w ife 
will tell you about the hot water 
heater blowing up before she will 
impart the news that she’s had her 
electric range a year with no trouble 
at all. 
“ T here s som ething else I ve 
learned in staying alive in the 
business for more than a quarter 
century. 
“ By and large representatives of 
government from the mayor of a 
hamlet to the President of the U.S. 
expect 
the 
new spapers 
to 
be 
cheerleaders. They are surprised 
and hurt when the media gets on 
with reporting the facts instead of 
trying to make the administration 
look good. 
“If the media is really working, all 
the closed meetings in the world are 
not going to keep it from getting the 
news. If anything it is going to call 
attention to something not being 
quite right with the body that feels it 
must meet beyond the ears and eyes 
of those footing the bill. 
“Richard Nixon tried for months 
to make the world believe that Bob 
Woodward and Carl Bernstein who 
began unraveling the Watergate 
case were no better than rabble 
rousers 
behind 
typewriters. 
But 
when the sordid truth finally came 
out, it was Nixon who was trying to 
create a smokescreen. 
“I pride myself that The Canyon 
News is the natural adversary, in a 
professional rather than a personal 
manner, of 
every 
governmental 
agency and official, elected and 
appointed.

Johnny, who not only is one of the top 
football players in the state, is also an 
outstanding basketball and track per 
former He was first named All-District in 
his freshman year in football and has 
repeated this honor each of the follow ing 
three years. He has been named All-Area 
for three years and All-State twice 
Johnny helped to lead the Pipers to two 
State Championships in track and has won 
the State AA title in the 100-yard dash the 
past two years and placed second rn the 
220-yard dash his sophomore year and first 
his junior year His best clocked lime in 
the IOO is a 9.5. 
In his four years of high school football 
here in Hamlin. Johnny has helped lead his 


team to three district titles and one bi- 
distnct title He has an 8 8 yard rushing 
average for his four years with his best 
year coming as a junior w hen he averaged 
IO 6 yards per carry.

The penalty for shoplifting varies, but all states regard shoplifting as a 


criminal act. Conviction of shoplifting can be punishable by 6 months to 7 


years in prison or fines of S500 0 0 to S 2 0 0 0 OO. or both a fine and prison 


When the shoplifter commits his crime, he is stealing. He is 


robbing the store.

Co. Agent Warns Against 


Using Salt for Melting Ice 


Using salt to melt ice on 
sidew alks, 
streets 
and 
driveways can injure nearby 
trees, shrubs and lawn grass, 
says Kirby Clayton, county 
agent 
for 
the 
Texas 
A g ric u ltu ra l 
E xtension 
Service 


“Salt may drain into the 
ground when ice melts and 
damage the root systems of 
nearby grass and shrubs,’’ he 
poults out 
’Salt in the root systems of 
trees can cause partial or 
complete burning of leaves 
and may result in the loss of 
valuable trees and shrubs 
Patches of dead grass may 
also result These effects may 
not show up until early 
sum m er," adds Clayton 


He suggests using a m ­ 
monium n itrate fertilizer 
instead of salt to melt ice 
Ammonium nitrate not only 
melts the ice, but fertilizes 
shrubs and plants in the lawn 


Any commercial fertilizer 
that is high in nitrogen and 
potassium can be used 
r are must be taken to use 
only enough fertilizer to melt 
th** ice 
cautions Clayton, 
as high concentration of 
fertilizer in the soil can also 
damage plants " 
Sand can also be used to 
melt ice on sidewalks and 
driveways It provides good 
traction 
for 
cars 
and 
pedestrians and is no more 
damaging to floors and rugs 
than salt

17th District, Texas 
Washington, D. C — On 
several occasions during the 
last Congress we discussed in 
this column the creation of a 
Joint House-Senate Budget 
Committee which has as its 
purpose a review in advance 
of spending levels of the 
Federal Government for the 
following year.

This effort is the next best 
thing to a Constitutional 
Amendment proposed by a 
number of us here in the 
Congress which would put the 
Government on a “pay as you 
go’’ basis. Such a Con­ 
stitutional Amendment would 
be similar to that which we 
have in our own State of 
Texas, except there must be 
provided a waiver of such 
requirement in times of 
national emergency such as 
war 
To restate what has been 
said before, the purpose of 
the Committee 
is 
to 
set 
ceilings 
on 
expenditures 
related to revenues received 
in all forms of taxation. At the 
present time, revenues are 
estimated in the President’s 
budget in the early part of the 
year and we will get those 
figures on February 3 In the 
same message, the President 
will lay out the amounts to be

last year, 
and

Congress has control over 
less than 30 percent of all the 
huge expenditures of the 
Government. 
A Joint Committee between 
the House and Senate will 
attempt first to do its own 
estimating of income and set 
ceilings on expenditures for 
each program. It will then 
consolidate total costs ac­ 
cording to the expected in­ 
come. As it is now, these two 
have 
only 
a 
nodding 
acquaintance. 
The purpose of the Joint 
Committee of the Congress is 
not to rely on the Executive 
Branch alone but to assume 
our Constitutional respon­ 
sibility in seeing that we get 
back to a more sound fiscal 
operation. 
This is all well and good if it 
is made to work. It will be up 
to Congress to make it work 
but 
the 
whole 
idea 
is 
surrounded with skepticism 
as to whether or not we are 
willing to say we will go so far 
and no father. 
The deficit for this fiscal 
year 1975 will be more than 
$30 billion and unless steps 
are taken to get our economy 
in better shape, there is little 
doubt that it will reach more 
than $70 billion in the 1976 
fiscal year beginning next 
July I. There is no doubt that 
the deficit in the next two 
years will be far beyond any 
red ink which has gone on the 
books in the history of our 
Country. The interest alone 
on what the Government 
owes is now more than $32 
billion and is one of the best 
examples of the more than 70 
percent of “ uncontrolled’’ 
expenditures 
At no time could I have 
chosen a less opportune time 
to serve on the Budget 
Committee 
between 
the 
House and Senate but I have 
been elected to do so, ac­ 
cepting it as one of the 
biggest challenges 
of a 
career. 
With 
inflation 
and 
recession at the same time 
revenues will be off and 
spending continues to climb. 
By 
the 
News 
Media, 
everyone knows that the 
President has made certain 
proposals for tax rebates and 
tax cuts ranging from $16 to 
$17 billion. Some of this loss is 
to be recovered by additional 
taxes on oil and gas Other 
reduced income will result in 
raising the investment credit 
tax from the present 7 per­ 
cent to IO percent to 12 per­ 
cent to encourage business to 
expand. It appears that some 
of the 
proposals 
would 
operate in such a way that 
they would give with one 
hand and take away with the 
other. What appears to be the 
case is that, unless there is 
actual expansion of plants, 
facilities, more exploration 
for oil and gas. productivity 
will not result. Productivity 
is. in the final analysis, the 
only answer to more em­ 
ployment, more goods for 
the consumer at cheaper 
prices This is known as the 
law of supply and demand 
and no one has yet been able 
to beat it nor can it be 
repealed.

And What Have You

Troy Martin, publisher of 
The 
Canyon News, in one of his recent 
columns points out one of the biggest 
problems 
facing 
newspaper 
publishers and editors-that of being 
purveyors of bad news. 
Now most of us in the newspaper 
business in West Texas know Troy 
as being one who never dodges an 
issue and in fact probably goes out of 
his way to find them. But his column 
does point out the problems faced by 
all 
newspapers 
in 
dealing 
with 
public officials and probably the 
problem is greater the smaller the 
community. Most all of us find it 
easier to deal objectively with a 
stranger than we do a friend. 
All of us at one time or another 
have gotten upset with some of the 
newsgatherers in this land of ours 
and justifiably so, but maybe Troy’s 
column will give us a better un­ 
derstanding of the newsman’s point 
of view. 
“I ve been 
in 
the newspaper 
business for 28 years and Eve taken 
my share of abuse as a purveyor of 
bad news. 
“This is not even new under the 
sun. In times of old the messenger 
who brought bad news to a potentate 
was immediately put to death. 
“A 
runner once survived 
un­ 
speakable hardship in crossing the 
frozen Russian steppes to tell 
Tam erlane, 
crippled 
ruler 
of 
Samarkand, that one of his armies 
had suffered a crushing defeat in the 
south. 
‘‘Crippled 
though 
he 
was, 
Tamerlane rewarded his messenger 
for his devotion to duty by kicking 
him to death on the spot. 
“ We 
sim ply 
can ’t 
fill 
the 
newspaper with stories about how 
Canyon High School students went to 
school W ednesday and no one broke 
the rules lending to a very peaceful 
day 
for 
the 
teachers 
and 
ad­ 
ministrators. 
“Newspapers report news about 
like you talk to your relatives and 
friends. 
“What wife is going to pass up 
telling her husband about a juicy 
affair between two neighbors in 
order to get on with the big news that 
she had a wonderful nap and went to 
the grocery store that afternoon9 
“You can be certain that your wife 
will tell you about the hot water 
heater blowing up before she will 
impart the news that she’s had her 
electric range a year with no trouble 
at all. 
“ T here’s som ething else I’ve 
learned in staying alive in the 
business for more than a quarter 
century. 
“By and large representatives of 
government from the mayor of a 
hamlet to the President of the U.S. 
expect 
the newspapers 
to 
be 
cheerleaders. They are surprised 
and hurt when the media gets on 
with reporting the facts instead of 
trying to make the administration 
look good. 
“If the media is really working, all 
the closed meetings in the world are 
not going to keep it from getting the 
news. If anything it is going to call 
attention to something not being 
quite right with the body that feels it 
must meet beyond the ears and eyes 
of those footing the bill. 
“Richard Nixon tried for months 
to make the world believe that Bob 
Woodward and Carl Bernstein who 
began unraveling the Watergate 
case were no better than rabble 
rousers 
behind 
typewriters. 
But 
when the sordid truth finally came 
out, it was Nixon who was trying to 
create a smokescreen. 
“I pride myself that The Canyon 
News is the natural adversary, in a 
professional rather than a personal 
manner, 
of 
every 
governmental 
agency and official, elected and 
appointed.

Johnny Jones* name on a pre-enrollment 
application for the Longhorns 
Dykes was in Hamlin early Tuesday 
morning, the opening day for the signing of 
pre-enrollment applications. 
Dykes said, ‘‘We expect great things 
from this young athlete, who we regard as 
being one of the top running backs not only 
in Texas but from coast to coast." 
D ykes 
was 
only 
one 
of 
m any 
college coaches to court the outstanding 
high school performer since his sophomore 
year. 
Johnny, who not only is one of the top 
football players in the state, is also an 
outstanding basketball and track per 
form er He was first nam ed All-District in 
his freshman year in football and has 
repeated this honor each of the following 
three years He has been named All-Area 
for tliree years and All-State twice 
Johnny helped to lead the Pipers to two 
State Uhampionships in track and has won 
the State AA title in the 100-yard dash the 
past two years and placed second in the 
220-yard dash his sophomore year and first 
his junior year. His best clocked time in 
the IOO is a 9.5. 
In his four years of high school football 
here in Hamlin, Johnny has helped lead his 


team to three district titles and one bi­ 
district title. He has an 8.8 yard rushing 
average for his four years with his best 
year coming as a junior when he averaged

Co. Agent Warns Against 


Using Salt for Melting Ice 


Using salt to melt ice on 
sidew alks, 
streets 
and 
driveways can injure nearby 
trees, shrubs and lawn grass, 
says Kirby Clayton, county 
agent 
for 
the 
T exas 
A g ric u ltu ra l 
E xte n sio n 
Service 


•'Salt may drain into the 
ground when ice melts and 
damage the root systems of 
nearby grass and shrubs. ’ he 
points out 
' Salt in the root systems of 
trees can cause partial or 
complete burning of leaves 
and may result in the loss of 
valuable trees and shrubs. 
Patches of dead grass may 
also result These effects may 
not show 
up 
until 
early 
sum m er,'1 adds Clayton 


He suggests using am ­ 
monium n itrate fertilizer 
instead of salt to melt ice. 
Ammonium nitrate not only 
melts the ice, but fertilizes 
shrubs and plants in the lawn. 


“ Any comm ercial fertilizer 
that is high in nitrogen and 
potassium can be used. 
“Care must be taken to use 
only enough fertilizer to melt 
the ice, 
cautions Clayton, 
“as 
high 
concentration 
of 
fertilizer in the soil can also 
damage plants ” 
Sand can also be used to 
melt ice on sidewalks and 
driveways 
It provides good 
traction 
for 
ca rs 
and 
pedestrians and is no more 
damaging to floors and rugs 
than salt

Committee which has as its 
purpose a review in advance 
of spending levels of the 
Federal Government for the 
following year 
That Committee is now 
organized and expects to 
begin 
its 
studies 
and 
deliberations in the weeks 
ahead 
This effort is the next best 
thing to a Constitutional 
Amendment proposed by a 
number of us here in the 
Congress which would put the 
Government on a “ pay as you 
go" basis. Such a Con­ 
stitutional Amendment would 
be similar to that which we 
have in our own State of 
Texas, except there must be 
provided a waiver of such 
requirement in times of 
national emergency such as 
war, 
To restate what has been 
said before, the purpose of 
the Committee 
is 
to set 
ceilings on expenditures 
related to revenues received 
in all forms of taxation, At the 
present time, revenues are 
estimated in the President's 
budget in the early part of the 
year and we will get those 
figures on February 3 In the 
same message, the President 
will lay out the amounts to be 
spent for the numerous 
programs 
of 
the 
Federal 
Government. 
More 
often 
than 
not. 
revenues 
are 
un­ 
derestimated, as they w’ere 
last year, and spending 
likewise is greater at the end 
of the year 
than recom­ 
mended by the Executive 
Branch 
This latter inconsistency is 
usually the fault of the 
Congress by enacting new 
program s 
and 
activities 
which have to be paid for. 
Some have to be paid for soon 
after enactment while others 
constitute a sort of a C.O.D 
which has to be paid for 
three, four or five years in the 
future.

Congress has control over 
less than 30 percent of all the 
huge expenditures of the 
Government. 
A Joint Committee between 
the House and Senate will 
attempt first to do its own 
estimating of income and set 
ceilings on expenditures for 
each program. It will then 
consolidate total costs ac­ 
cording to the expected in­ 
come. As it is now, these two 
have 
only 
a 
nodding 
acquaintance. 
The purpose of the Joint 
Committee of the Congress is 
not to rely on the Executive 
Branch alone but to assume 
our Constitutional respon­ 
sibility in seeing that we get 
back to a more sound fiscal 
operation. 
This is all well and good if it 
is made to work. It will be up 
to Congress to make it work 
but 
the 
whole 
idea 
is 
surrounded with skepticism 
as to whether or not we are 
willing to say we will go so far 
and no father. 
The deficit for this fiscal 
year 1975 will be more than 
$30 billion and unless steps 
are taken to get our economy 
in better shape, there is little 
doubt that it will reach more 
than $70 billion in the 1976 
fiscal year beginning next 
July I. There is no doubt that 
the deficit in the next two 
years will be far beyond any 
red ink which has gone on the 
books in the history of our 
Country. The interest alone 
on what 
the 
Government 
owes is now more than $32 
billion and is one of the best 
examples of the more than 70 
percent of “ uncontrolled’’ 
expenditures. 
At no time could I have 
chosen a less opportune time 
to serve on the Budget 
Committee 
between 
the 
House and Senate but I have 
been elected to do so, ac­ 
cepting it as one of the 
biggest challenges of a 
career. 
With 
inflation 
and 
recession at the same time 
revenues will be off and 
spending continues to climb 
By 
the 
News 
Media, 
everyone knows that the 
President has made certain 
proposals for tax rebates and 
tax cuts ranging from $16 to 
$17 billion. Some of this loss is 
to be recovered by additional 
taxes on oil and gas Other 
reduced income will result in 
raising the investment credit 
tax from the present 7 per­ 
cent to IO percent to 12 per­ 
cent to encourage business to 
expand. It appears that some 
of 
the 
proposals 
would 
operate in such a way that 
they would give with one 
hand and take away with the 
other. What appears to be the 
case is that, unless there is 
actual expansion of plants, 
facilities, more exploration 
for oil and gas. productivity 
will not result. Productivity 
is. in the final analysis, the 
only answer to more em­ 
ployment, more goods for 
the consumer at 
cheaper 
prices. This is known as the 
law of supply and demand 
and no one has yet been able 
to beat it nor can it be 
repealed.

But finally, 
lonesome for the old way of life, 
he opened a barber shop in an­ 
other part of town. 
Harry lost no time in -.uing him 
for violating theii agreement But 
at the hearing. Ji -- was able to 
prove that none of his i‘ld custom­ 
ers were coming to the new shop 
-—and that they were nut likely to 
come in the future either. 
binding that Harry was being 
unreasonabK 
selfish, the court 
ruled that Joe could -continue to 
snip and clip in his new location 
.-Kgreements not-to-compete are 
common when one person sells his 
business to another 
Generally 
speaking, they are considered a 
lawful means of protecting the 
buyer from having his cust.jmers 
lured away by the seller. 
But, 
as 
Harry 
discovered, 
courts are reluctant to enforce an 
agreement that reaches beyond 
the buyer’s legitimate needs. 
Obviously, it is a matter of de­ 
gree. In another case a baker 
promised, in selling out, not to 
open another bakery within a five- 
block radius during the next three 
years. 
But this time, when the baker 
tried to go back into business close 
by, a court held him to his prom­ 
ise. The court said this moderate 
amount of protection was no more 
than the new owner of the bakery 
really needed to safeguard his in­ 
vestment. 
Roughly the same rules apply 
to the sale of a professional prac­ 
tice A small-town doctor sold his 
practice to a younger man, prom­ 
ising not lo open another office in 
the same community. When he 
later tried to do just that, the local 
court blocked him with an injunc­ 
tion. 
As another court noted, a doc­ 
tor could justify a grxxl price in 
selling his practice only by “ guar­ 
anteeing the genuineness of his re­ 
tirement.”
